prisoners to La Guayra. 


Twenty-seven men 
of 
the 
best 


families in Venezuela were all that 
remained of droves that had been sent 
to the fort for political reasons by' 
Castro. 
Their deliverance came be- 


cause of Castro's overthrow. 


When they came aboard the Zulia 


at Maracaibo, the prisoners present- 
ed a curious sight. 
They were well 


dressed, but cadaverous looking and 
weak. Many-of them could not walk 
without assistance. 
The prisoners 


said they had 
been 
systematically 


starved, the allowance for their keep 
presumably going Into the pockets of 
their jailers or others In the govern- 
ment employ. They subsisted on such 
fish as could be caught and cooked by 
themselves. Communication with the 
outside world was denied them, and 
they had no tidings of even their own 
families until release came. 


The Zulia's passengers were over- 


whelmed with pity at the plight of 
the poor fellows, many of whom could 
not walk even a few steps without 
painfully limping. Two, who 
re- 


mained inseparable companions on the 
ship, told of having been chained to- 
gether for months to the same post 
and so close 
together 
that 
when 


either wanted to'"move his fettered 
leg he gave the other man warning. 
Otherwise the chain would chafe the 
sore spots where it had bitten into 
the flesh. 


There were tearful scenes at La 


Guajra, where the forlorn looking 
prisoners were met by their families 
and friends. 


General Bello, who had had charge 


of Fort San Carlos and of the prison- 
ers, also was a passenger 
on the 


Zulia from Maracaibo to La Gnayra. 
He is described as a bony, grizzled 
man of SO, and. according to the pas- 
sengers, has a somewhat brutal ap- 
pearance. 
He perforce had to go 


•with his own prisoners. 


Several military-looking men ac- 


companied Bello, ostensibly 
as 
a 


guard against 
violence 
from 
his 


former captives, but it was suspected 
that they were to see, too, that he 
went nowhere but to Caracas. Bello 
enjoyed himself about the decks of 
the "steamer and professed confidence 
that his actions as governor at San 
Carlos would not only be endorsed, 
but commended, at Caracas.

think that dysentery is more to be 
feared than any other disease in the 
devastated regions.

fatal in the Crimea in 1851, in the 
armies of the United States during the 
Civil war and again in the Franco- 
German war of 1S70. 
Almost perfect 


conditions for its propagation prevail 
at Messina. 


Americans In the Lead

him with the steamer Bayern in the 
name of the American relief commit- 
tee, representing the American peo- 
ple. 
The Bayern is loaded with pro- 


visions and medical supplies and is

have just been concluded between the 
governments of the 
United 
States, 


Colombia and Panama, whereby all 
matters in controversy between them 
are settled. 


The treaty or treaties have 
been 


signed hy Secretary of Slate Root 
for the United States, Minister Cor- 
tez for Colombia and Minister Aloso- 
mena for Panama. 


By the terms of the treaty Cc'ombia 


recognizes the independence of Pana- 
ma, and the two countries 
resume 


diplomatic and commercial relations. 
Panama agrees to jiay Colombia the 
sum of 52,500,000 in annual Install- 
ments of $250,000 for ten years as 
her share of the Colombian national 
debt incurred at the time when Pana- 
ma was a part of that republic. 


The United States agrees to furnish 


to Panama the money to be naid to 
Colombia in accordance with the terms 
of the existing treaty between the 
United States and Panama, the first 
payment to be made nine years after 
date of the treaty. 


It is also learned that the treaty 


also permanently fixes the boundary 
line between Colombia and Panama. 
This is directly ol interest to the 
United States, as it comes withjn the 
Panama canal zone.

WHERE DID CASTRO GET If? 


Monopolies and Foreign Interoita th» 


Sources of the Venezuelan Presi- 
dent's European Bank Deposits. 
Estimates of "the amount of money 


that President Castro of Venezuela 
thriftily deposited lu Europe prior to 
his flight vary all tbe .way from $10,- 
000,000 to $00,000,000. Where did be 
get it? Is the natural question. Most 
of his wealth has come from monopo- 
lies out of which l)e bas received the 
lion's share. 
The latest and one of 


tbe most ingenious of these monopo- 
lies was the sole fight to butcher cat- 
tle. 
This was said to produce a net 


income of $2,000 a day, as the cattle- 
raisers were forced to sell their ani- 
mals for almost nothing In tlie absence 
of competition. 


Foreigners of all nations, as well'as 


the Venezuelans, have contributed to 
Castro's 
European 
bank 
deposits. 


After four years of exploitation the 
"receiver" of the New York and Bermu- 
dez company's asphalt property turned 
into the Venezuelan treasury only $8,- 
000 as the net proceeds cf four years' 
sales, amounting to about half a mil- 
lion dollars at the mine. All but ?8,- 
000 of this sum, the "receiver" stated, 
was absorbed by "expenses and im- 
provements." The "receiver'" neglect-1 
cd 1o mention-the profits derived from 
the sale of tbe asphalt here. Added to 
the half million dollars charged to "ex- 
penses and improvements," the profits 
made on the sale of refined asphalt 
make an enormous sum, which has 
been divided between Castro and his 
American business associates. 


But the cattle and asphalt grafts are 


only samples of the sources from 
which Castro bas enriched himself at 
the expense of his own people and for- 
eign interests in Venezuela.
